A message from Dr. Cook was re¬

Death Comes Gently To Aged Head 
Louisville Diocese.

The Ve r ^ able Prelate Succumbs At 7:05 
O’Clock In the Morning. 


Bishop William George McCloakey. 
for forty-one years head of the dio¬ 
cese of Louisville, and the oldest 
bishop in the hierarchy of the Catholic 
Church in America, died at the Preston 
Park 8emtnary yesterday morning at 
7:05 o'clock. Dr. W. O. Roberts, the 
attending physician, could not assign 
any definite malady as the cause of the 
prelate’s death, but said that it was 
just a weakening of the vital forces. 
The entire Catholic world is mourning 
the death of the grand old man. 

Resolutions condemning In strong 
terms both guaranty deposit laws and 
the establishment of postal savings 
hanks were adopted the American 
Bankers' Association in Chicago yes¬ 
terday. Louis E, Pierson, of New' 
York, was chosen president and F. O. 
Watts, of Nashville, first vice presi¬ 
dent. The next meeting will be held In 
Los Angeles. 

The Winchester agreement made by 
the Burley tobacco-growers of the 
8tate was ratified by the officers of 
the American Equity and the Burley 
societies at the fAir grounds jester- 
day. The entire crop is to bo pooled 
with tho Burley Society under the 
agreement. The union of forces will 
save millions to the growers, it is said. 


Rival propositions to carry the mails 
from Chicago to Seattle in fifty-six 
hours have been submitted to the Post- 
office Department by the Great North¬ 
ern Railway Company and by the Chi¬ 
cago, Milwaukee and St. Paul railroad. 
Such an accomplishment as Is proposed 
would clip sixteen hours off the pres¬ 
ent schedule for the 2,200 miles. The 
contract Is worth 17,000.000. 


The birthday of President William H. 
Taft September IS was remembered by 
King Edward, who sent the Hon. 
Arthur Walsh, his master of ceremo¬ 
nies, to the American Embassy with 
the request that his majesty's sincere 
congratulations be conveyed to the 
President. Mr. Taft’s reply was re¬ 
ceived at the Embassy and forwarded 
to the King In Scotland. 


The Irish land bill, which was in¬ 
troduced Id tne British Parliament on 
March 30 by Augusttue Blrrell, Chief 
Secretary for Ireland, passed through 
its final stage In the House of Com¬ 
mons by a vote of 174 to‘61.

PAYS HIGH TRIBUTE. + 


Baltimore. Sept. 17.—(Special.) 
—Cardinal Gibbons said of 
Bishop McCloskey: "I am 

grieved to hoar of his death, but 
of courso the news does not 
come as a great surprise, since 
he had reached such an ad¬ 
vanced age. I knew him well 
and esteemed him highly. He 
was a very handsome man. of 
noble presence, and his qualities 
were of tho highest. Tho bishop’s 
associations with Maryland were 
interesting and close, as ho was 
educated at Mount St. Mary's 
College and was afterward for 
some time a profeesor there. He 
was also the first rector of the 
American College io Rome. 
There were threo clergymen In. 
13 his family. I regret that I shall 
not be able to attend the fu- 
. - neral." 


At 7:45 o'clock yesterday morning 
the Rt. Rev. William George McClos¬ 
key, bishop of the diocese of Louisville 
for forty-one years and for fifty-seven 
years a brilliant leader among the high 
priests of the Catholic Church, died at 
the Preston Park Seminary, on the 
New’burg road. The bishop passed from 
life Into death with a peace and repose 
fittingly characteristic of his quiet life’s 
work an a man of God. 

Bishop McCloskey, the most vener¬ 
able prelate of the United States, was 
years of age. His keen and active 
Intellectuality remained constant to 
the end. His mind was clear and he 
was in possession of all his wonderful 
faculties almost to the minute he 
closed his eyes for the last long sleep. 

Bishop McCloskey died of no disease. 
His end came as the result of the 
tlickerlug out of the spark of life, due 
to the general dissolution of the phys¬ 
ical body which comes with the weight 
of eighty-six years. His death was 
momentarily expected since last Sun¬ 
day, and as far back as three months 
ago it was seen by those close to the 

btshop that death was not far off.

The news that the bishop had ex¬ 
pired was flashed by telephone from 
the seminary. The first indication that 
came to tho public that the bishop had 
passed away was the tolling of the bells 
on the Cathedral of the Assumption. 
This was at 8 o’clock after news of 
the bishop’s end had been wired to 
Archbishop Moeller, of Cincinnati. 

With BUhop McCloskey Just preced¬ 
ing his death were hla sister. Miss 
Mary McCloskey. and a few of the 
students for the priesthood at the sem¬ 
inary. From all that can be learned 
the btshop passed from a peaceful coma 
into death with a transition so gentle 
and easy that It was hardly discernable 
to the watchers at the bedside. The bish¬ 
op realized Monday morning that the 
end was near. Many hours before his 
death the laat sacrament had been ad¬ 
ministered. As simple as were the 
spiritual preparations necessary in the 
case of Bishop McCloskey. in Just a 
reverse degree wero the physical and 
medical attentions of his last hours. 

Every attention possible was given 
the beloved old prelate by those Around 
his death bed. But elghty-slx years of 
vigorous, active. Intellectual effort in 
behalf of the church had exacted a toll 
upon his vitality that made the fight 
with death pn entirely one-sided battle. 

Dr. W. O. Roberts, who had been the 
medical adviser of the bishop for more 
than a score of years, last saw hi* dis¬ 
tinguish* d patient late Thursday night. 
In a cheery ton. the physician said to 
the prelate:

was run. Before the end came he had 
arranged every detail of his funeral 
H*' told those who were In authority 
I under him how his oimequles \ver± to 
l*> conducted. Ho named the celebrant 
of the feolemn requiem mass, the den- 
«on and the tmbdeacon. and named the 
priest ho wanted to preach his funeral 
termon. 

But the bishop wanted everything 
done quietly and decorously. In life he 
was never fond of pomp or show, and 
In death he requested that the same 
simple service be observed.

Wishes Respected. 

A* far as possible his wishes will 
bo respected, not only by the priests 
of the diocese of Louisville, but by the 
visiting clergy and prelates. 

None knew better than Bishop Mc¬ 
Closkey that his end was dose He 
had no deathbed arrangements U> 
make Everything pertaining to hie 
funeral was arranged by himself. He 
made no count of visiting prelates and 
clergy'.

Lived the 8imple Life. 

The head of the Catholic diocese of 
Louisville lived the simple life. There 
is not a business man in Louisville" 
whose bed la as unpretentious as that 
of Bishop McCloskey. Yet he was not 
austere: neither was he ascetic. 

Leader of 150.000 Catholics, successor 
of the Illustrious Flsget, Spalding and 
the short-lived Lavialle, he died as he 
had lived, without ostentation.

BISHOP M’CLOSKEY SURROUND¬

The tide of life began to ebb slowly 
at 1 o’clock yesterday morning when, 
after passing a fairly restful night. 
Bishop McCloskey’* respiration sudden¬ 
ly changed to a short, quick gasp. The 
sudden change was noticed by Dr. 
Lunsford Yandell Thompson. who 
bad been attending Bishop Mc¬ 
Closkey, together with Mies Mary 
Jennings. a nurse at the Preston Park 
Seminary, from the first. Dr. Thomp¬ 
son examined the venerable prelate and 
found that his hand* and feet were Icy 
cold. He immediately called Mis* Jen¬ 
nings. after administering strychnia 
to the sinking man. and ths two agreed 
that Bishop Mcdoskey's sister should 
be called. 

Accordingly Miss Jennings hurried 
frem the bedside of the dying prelate 
and roused hla sister. Miss Ma*y Me-' 
Closkey. and Miss Alice Leavitt, her 
girlhood friend, who hurried here from 
New York City several days ago when

Rochester. Minn., Sept 18.—With his 
wife at his bedside and his physicians 
in constant attendance Gov. Johnson 
was swaying between life and death at 
St. Mary's Hospital early this morn¬ 
ing. In the last official statement giv¬ 
en out by Dr. Charles Mayo shortly be¬ 
fore midnight, the surgeon stated: 

"I do not think Gov. Johnson will die 
to-night. If he survives to-morrow he 
will have an even chance for his life." 

Gov. Johnson showed a decided 
change for the worse last evening and 
for a while his friends despaired of his 
recovery, but the message from Dr. 
Mayd has given them new hope. 

WIFE CALLED. 

Dr. William J. Mayo Says Governor’s 
Condition Is Grave. 

Rochester. Minn., Sept. 17.—All of the 
reports given out by the house sur¬ 
geon of St. Mary’s Hospital to-day up 
to S o'clock this afternoon were very 
optimistic, and Indicated that Gov. 
Johnson had successfully passed 
through the first crisis period after the 
operation of Tuesday. 

An hour later there was a hurried 
summoning of doctors. Mrs. Johnson 
was called from the homo of John Sul¬ 
livan and drove haatlly to the hospital, 
appearing much distressed. 

Arriving at the hospital, she was 
taken to the Governor’s room, and for 
a long time no information as to the 
cause of the excitement could be 
learned. Finally, Dr. McNtvin ap¬ 
peared and said that the Governor’s 
condition was not changed from that 
stated In the 3 p. m. bulletin, which 
follows; , 

"The Governor’s pulse has dropped 
from 103 to 78 at 1 o'clock. This Is 
considered a good sign. HI* tempera¬ 
ture Is 99 and respiration normal.

Prayers Offered In Churches. 

No sooner was It learned that Bishop 
McCloskey had passed away than pray¬ 
ers were offered In the Catholic 
churches of the city. Among those who 
had known him during life sorrow* was 
general and widespread. Bishop Mc¬ 
Closkey was a man w'hose magnetism 
impressed and compelled attention and 
high regard among men in all rank* 
of life. In sixe and appearance Bishop 
McCloskey was impressive. Because his 
age did not bear heavily upon his 
shoulders until the last few years, hi* 
gray hair and broad shoulders made 
him a man of distinguished appearance. 
From every viewpoint, he was a man 
among men. 

Bishop McCloskey might have ex¬ 
tended the span of his years had he 
consented to retire from the active 
charge of his diocese when his health 
began to break. But his refusal to shift 
the brunt of the manifold labors upon 
the shoulders of another showed tho 
character of the man and his deep-seat¬ 
ed love Tor the cause he served. He pre, 
iVrred to die in harness. Heath. alone, 
he often said, was the only agency he 
would permit to separate him from hi* 
duties. Up almost to the very end he 
continued a servitor or mankind, his 
church and his religion.

Last Public Appearance. 

Perhaps the last semi-public appear¬ 
ance of Bishop McCloskey was at tho 
sliver Jubilee of the Rev. Father Ruffo 
several months ago. It was at tho ex¬ 
pense of great physical pain that the 
bishop lent his presence to the Jubilee 
celebration, but this Is only another in¬ 
stance of his human side. 

Bishop McCloskey always regretted 
that his advanced age prevented him 
from visiting Rome during the papacy 
of Pope Plus X. In spite of his Inability 
to moke the long Journey, he stood in 
high esteem with the ruler* of the 
church, because they understood the 
physical barrier that stood In the wny 
of such a trip. 

Until a new bishop can be appointed 
by Pope Plus X.—It Is Intimated that 
the appointment will not come for six

Negro Baptists Declare There Was 
No Proposition To Deny 
Him Floor. 


Columbus, 0. f Sept. 17.—Considerable 
excitement was aroused at to-day’s 
sessions of tlie National Negro Bap¬ 
tist convention by a report that a dele¬ 
gate had offered a resolution to the 
committee on resolutions withdrawing 
the privileges of the floor to Dr. Booker* 
T. Washington, who was scheduled to 
speak to-nlghi. on thn ground that he 
had sacrificed the true interests of the. 
race to hi* personal aggrandizement. 

The resolution was said to have been 
fathered by those ungered because of 
his alleged responsibility for a number 
of nrgroes In the Federal service being 
displaced by whites. 

The committee on resolutions, after 
the publication of the report In local 
papers, adopted a resolution, which 
subsequently was adopted by the con¬ 
vention. declaring that no such pro¬ 
posal had been submitted to the com¬ 
mittee and affirming the Baptists’ re¬ 
spect f6r Dr. Washington. The latter 
gave an address to-night, which was 
heard by 4,000 person*. The financial 
board agreed to raise 825,000 for a na¬ 
tional theological school for negroes 
and accepted the 325,000 contingent 
gift from white Baptists. A report sub¬ 
mitted on the Insurance treneflt fund 
showed a satisfactory condition of af¬ 
fairs.

WAR ON FALSE STATEMENTS. 


Chicago. Sept. 17.—After five days* 
consideration and discussion of finan¬ 
cial problems of greater or lesser im¬ 
port. tho delegates to tho thirty-fifth 
annual convention of the American 
Bankers* Association, to-day selected 
Lo» Angeles as their next meeting place 
and adjourned until the fay of next 
year. 

Atnong the results of the conference 
of bankers, numbering close to 5.000 
und representing every *?tiUe in tho 
union, their practically unanimous con¬ 
demnation of postal savings banks and 
legislation guaranteeing hank deposits, 
stands out distinctly. l 

On flte affirmative side strong senti¬ 
ment favoring the establishment of a 
central bank for the entire country re¬ 
ceived approval from many bankers 
and was advocated In the annual ad¬ 
dress of the president, George SI Rey¬ 
nolds, of the Continental National Bank 
of Chicago. Different groups of the 
bankers In tho section meetings came 
out strongly In favor of permitting na¬ 
tional banks to establish separate sav¬ 
ings bank departments with funds s»*g- 
n gated from the oth» r Interests of the 
bank and saving deposits specially pro¬ 
tected. A resolution pledging the as¬ 
sociation to seek legislation looking to 
the establishment of such Segregated 
savings departments failed of passage 
to-day and was referred to the curren- 
ey commission for consideration. 

♦ • • 

Need of Co-operation. 


In the opinion of some of the officers 
of the association, one of the greatest 
results accomplished was the awaken¬ 
ing of interest in the need of co-oper¬ 
ation between the Controller of the 
Currency, the Federal bunk examiners, 
the State hank examiners, the clearing- 
houses and the directors of banking In¬ 
stitutions. on the careful and Intelli¬ 
gent examination of banks, both na¬ 
tional and State. 

The need of constant vigilance and 
Increased exactness In hank examina¬ 
tions was the burden of an addr<.-rra by 
James B. Forgan. of Chicago, to-day. 
in which he declared his perfect accord 
with the plea for co-operation In bank 
examination made by Controller Mur¬ 
ray earlier in the convention. 

The movement for the establishment 
of uniform bills of lading which would 
be safe as negotiable Instrument* re¬ 
ceived Impetus from tho convention 
and strong Indorsement of the neces¬ 
sity of an ample cash reserve in bank¬ 
ing Institutions was voiced.

Postal Savings Banka. 


Without dissent the convention to¬ 
day adopted the following resolutions 
touching the postal saving* bank prob¬ 
lem:

NAVAL SURGEON SAY8 LIEU¬

who assisted on behalf of Mrs. Sut¬ 
ton In perfornflng the autopsy upon the 
body of the dead naval officer, declared 
that he had no further comment to 
rpnke upon the report. 

Mr. Davis, say*. however, that he 
Is entirely satisfied with Dr. Vaughan's 
‘•very clear and specific report;” and 
bvgs to be excused from making any 
statement nt this timo regarding his 
own course Ir* connection with any fix¬ 
ture action In the case. 

Dr. Vaughan's report Is simply an 
elaboration of statements he has al¬ 
ready made concerning his findings as 
a result of the autopsy. 

Surgeon Raymond Spear, of the navy, 
to-day handed to Hear Admiral Pot¬ 
ter, the Acting Secretory of the Navy, 
a copy of his report of the autopsy. 
Admiral Potter declined to mnke pub¬ 
lic anything about th* nature of Dr. 
Spear’s report. 

The essential features, however, os 
already announced by the Associated 
Press, Indicate Dr. Spear's conclusions 
that the examination of the body 
strengthened the findings of the second 
court of inquiry that Suttou shot him¬

I have records of observations 
made by me which will prove my claim, 
I shall be glad again to set my foot 
on American soil." 

This was the brief message Dr. Fred¬ 
erick A. Cook to-day asked the Asso¬ 
ciated Press to give to his countrymen 
as he nears home on the steamer Oscar 
U., bound from Christl&nsand, Norway, 
to New York. The Oscar II Is due to 
arrive there some time next Monday.

Cause of Dissensions. 

Dr. Cook discussed freely with the 
Associated Press correspondent to-day 
the assertions of Commander Peary 
that he (Cook) had never reached the 
North Pole and drew rrom him a de¬ 
tailed story of the causes that brought 
about dissensions between the two ex¬ 
plorers. 

When he departed for the Norfh, Dr. 
Cook said, he left a depot of provisions 
at Annatok. north of BTteh, in charge 
pf Rudolph Franckc and several Es- 
klnms.

Thoroughly Enjoying Rest. 

Dr. Cook Is thoroughly enjoying his 
rest aboard *hip after the strenuous 
days at Copenhagen. He sleepa ten 
hour* each night and spends a long 
time dally In writing and In walking 
the decks and conversing with the 
American passenger*, who all have 
bern formally presented to him by 
Benjamin Truchlyod. president of the

All the passengers are Impressed by 
the sincerity of Dr. Cook ns Indicated 
by his conversation with them In re¬ 
gard to his discovery of the pole. He 
says that the Danes, with whom he 
lived for several months, are acquaint¬ 
ed wlfli the whole story of his vxrplolt; 
that he also hal provided the Danish 
Government wkh the fullest proofs of 
his achievements, and that ho Is now' 
prepared to lay thesa proofs before a 
competent body In America. 

Dr. Cook expressed astonishment 
that the news or the discovery of the 
pole hod created such a sensation and 
is anxious to leurn what specific declar¬ 
ation!* Commander Peary has made to 
minimise his exploit. In order that hs 
may formulate replies to them He 
said he could have reached civilisation 
at the end of August, but wa* occupied 
with his writing. It Is hfs hope that he 
will arrive in New York before Com¬ 
mander Peary gets there Dr Cook said 
he would like to neo his wife and chil¬ 
dren. at least for a few minutes, before 
entering upon the w'hlrlwind of recep¬ 
tions awaiting him In New York.

In explaining to tho newspaper men 
what he considered the scientific value 
of polar explorations Commander Peary 
said he had taken soundings of th© sea 
from Cape Sheridan to the pole, which 
supplemented the similar data tAken 
on the other side by Nansen and Cagnl. 
Continuing, he argued that North Polar 
exploration Is much more difficult than 
th© same work In the Antarctic. In the 
Arctic the work must all be done In 
one season, while the South Pole 
eventually will be reached by several 
seasons of work. It being possible for 
exploring parties to push forward and 
holo th© ground coverihl instead of 
turning back to winter quarters or the 
limits of civilization.

SIGNS OF WEAKENING. 


Admits It Was Quit© Possible Cook 
Could Have Reached Pole Without

“It would be quite possible for D>. 
Cork's party or any expedition to ar¬ 
rive at tho North Pole by any one of 
a hundred routes, and for me to find no 
trace of It, if our paths hiy far apart/' 
hald Commander Robert E. Peary to¬ 
day, when ho was furnished with (he 
latest information concerning Cook’s 
claim* uhd the present status of the 
controversy which has tmeiesltd the 
civilized world. 

While Peary would not concede that 
Dr. Fook had reached th© pole, lie ad- 
mlttcd that 11 wa* feasible (or a com¬ 
petitor to do no without his knowledge 


If they traveled by widely separate 
trails. 

**1 am holding my proofs," said 
Peary, “to submit them to tho Interna¬ 
tional Polar Commission, which, as I 
understand It, has final authority In all 
polar matters. I am sure Cook never 
informed the commission of his inten¬ 
tion of trying to reach the pole. 

"With the same equipment that wo 
had on this voyage, and equally fa¬ 
vorable conditions, I could make the 
pole two out of three tlm©£." 

Commander Peary, on the Roosevolt 
her* to-day. said: 

"1 am withholding all my reports on 
all my observations on my polur trip 
until Dr. Cook publishes his. Then I 
will give out my *lde. Some other ex¬ 
pedition could have reached the pole 
on other routes without my knowing it. 
The wind favored tn«. as there was no 
strong east and west wind* to tear the 
ice apart.

Belgian Scientist Believes Brooklyn 
Doctor's Story. 

Dresden. Sip:. 17—Raoul Olivier, a 
membar of the Executive Committee 
of the Belgian Antarctic expedition of 
1KU7. who is now in Dresden, to-day ox- 
prcH*ed the opinion that Belgian scient¬ 
ists Kcnerally had full confidence in Dr. 
Frederl. k A, Cook wln», M. Olivier any*, 
has won th« esteem nnd admiration of 
th© Hi* I a Inn committee nnd the Belgian 
Antarctic expedition, of which he wa* a 
member, by hfo qblet and unassuming 
dvn.eattor, ids integrity and his deter¬ 


mination. If obliged to judge between the 
narrative* of Dr. Cook and Commander 
Peary. M. Olivier said he would place 
greater reliance on the former. 

Continuing. M. Olivier said he was 
astonished at the similarity between 
the two stone*. Dr. Cook’s statement 
regarding tho temperature at the pole 
wa* confirmed by previous Observation; 
Peary’* estimate was too low. M. Oli¬ 
vier ©aid frankly that he disbelieved 
Peary’s statement that he hud traveled 
twenty-five mile* a day, and he thinks 
the confession of the commander that 
he took only one man to the pole with 
him becauso he wanted to have th© 
honor of discovering the pole oil ts 
himself, supplies a clew for hi* attack 
on Dr. Cook. Tho thirty-four hours 
Peary spent at the pole were insuffl- 
lent to tako copious observation. 

M Olivier, continuing, declared that 
Prof. Oberhummer, with whom he hsd 
talked, did not raject Dr. Cook’s recital, 
but was merely awaiting Ms evidence. 
The professor hnd read part of Peary’s 
narrative and found it even leas con¬ 
vincing than Dr. Cook’s.

Death Due To "Let-Down.’’ 

"His death was due to a let-down 
during the warm weather of last sum¬ 
mer. He failed to rally with the coming 
of cooler weather, but, on the other 
hand, gradually weakened. He was 
perfectly rational at the last time he 
saw me and he realised hi* condition 
lie had suffered several severe attack* 

"Bishop McCloskey, while I knew 
him only in a professional way, was 
one of the grandest men 1 ever met and 
a very flnr man In every'way.

J’p until laid Sunday h© was ablo to be 
up, but he was very 111 lint Saturday. 
Sunday night he began to sink, uml 
from then on if wxis a matter of hours."

The Rt. Rev. William George McCloskey 
was the fourth bishop of Louisville, senior 
bishop of the province, the oldest Catholic 
prelate In the United States, first presi¬ 
dent of the American College, in Rome, 
and one of the best-known and most be¬ 
loved pries! a in the country. For forty- 
two years Bishop McCloskey presided over 
the diocese uf Louisville, aqfl confirmed a 
majority of the clergv and laltv of the 
diocese. When he came here forty-two 
year* ago there were only eight churches 
In the diocese. To-day there are thirty- 
six. He used all the Influence that lie 
could brin* to bear In the founding of 
these churches, and the strong condition 
of the diocese testifies to the worthing* 
of his efforts.

Last Sermon In June. 

The last sermon that Bishop McCloskey 
delivered was on Sunday. June 6, In ftt. 
Anthony’s church, where confirmation 
services wfr** held. Mis advanced age had 
begun to tell on him long before then, 
but his remarkable constitution and will¬ 
power enabled him to conduct this service. 
Since then he hsd been at the Preston 
Park SemltufFy. where hla sister and only 
surviving relative. Mary McCloskey. to¬ 
gether with the nri©fts and professors at 
the seminary waited upon him. 

Bishop McCloskey was the survKlng sort 
of a fMBilrof five brothers. Two of these, 
the Very Rev. Dr John McCloskey, who 
was president of Mount St Mary's Sem¬ 
inary, Einmettsburg. Md . and the Very 
Rev. George McCloskey, former president 
..f preaton Park Seminary and pastor of 
Dir Church of the Nativity. New York, 
nnd vicar general, were prominent among 
the clergy -md laity, while Isiwrcnce and 
Edward McCloskey. both of Baltimore, 
w#-r© prominent men. Tho former was 
merchant, while the latter wns an at¬ 
torney. 

Tho death of the Very Rev. George Me 
Cloakey, who was especially well known 
her# on account of ills connection with 
the ITeaton Park Seminary, occurred In 
11100. and a gloom was cast over the entire 
city and the Catholic clergy and laity of 
the State and New York, where he was 
wtdeiv-known and beloved That three 
brothers should attain such high rank in 
tho clergy is unusual.

Became Bishop In 1868. 

He succeeded to the episcopate of Lou¬ 
isville shortly following tn© death of Bish¬ 
op l-rtvalile. In 146ft. who had been bishop 
only two years when he died. 

The Rt. Rev. Benedict Ftag.*t. of France, 
was the first bishop of Loulsvllte, and one 
of the first In the United State*. ThU was 
one hundred yean* og<» lust April. The 
headquarters Of the dloceae was then at 
Bardstown. but It wns moved to Louisville 
during the administration or Bishop 
Flaget. 

Following the death of Bishop Plogrt 
the Rt. Rev. Martin John Snalding. of 
Ix'banon. Ky.. was consecrated bishop 
Louisville. He died in 186**. Bishop M 
Cioskey was conaecratcd May 24. The Rt 
Rev. Benedict Joseph Flaget was consc 
crated November 4. 1810 

The fiftieth anniversary of tlie ordinn 
tlon to the priesthood of Bishop MeClos 
key was celebrated here in October, loo;,

I knew him both ns a 
bish op, with all tho power and glory of 
bis office, and as a close personal friend. 
For many years, when he wraa in hia 
prime, w# traveled over the mission part 
*»f the State, and he seemed a schoolboy 
companttm rather than the bishop He 
was always i dly, and many a good time 
and hearty laugh we had together. 

“The bishop Is d©ad now, and hla earth¬ 
ly career U forever ended, but I know 
that he has gone to a better life, where 
hi will no longer meet the disappoint¬ 
ments and the misinterpretations which 
he often suffered In this life. 

"In all things I have ever found him 
Just and upright He did not cater to 
public opinion, in fact, ha held it at 
nought. He had but one standard by 
Which to datermine hla actions—*Ii» It 
right?’ If it was. ha went ahead, even 
though people talked and threatened, lie 
h*« often remarked, when he was being 
« rUlcised for some public action: I would 
do the same thing to-morrow.* This il¬ 
lustrates his character, and yet he was 
not tyrannical.

SIX MONTHS BEFORE 
SUCCESSOR IS NAMED 


EJECTORS OF THIS DISTRICT 
MAKE EE COMMENDATIONS 
AND POPE APPOINTS. 


There were many Catholics in Louis¬ 
ville yesterday who anxiously asked the 
question; "vYhere will Bishop Mc| 
Clookey* ashes rejmae?” 'I hey made 
this inquiry because they knew that 
under the altar of the old Cathedral 
on Fifth atreet. nc-ar Walnut street, the 
ashes of two btenopt are resting, and 
they entertained the hope that the bed 
loved prelate who died yesterday would 
l«© laid to rest there, too. Till* was. in 
fact, the belief of many Catholics of 
Louisville until last ovoning, when It 
wax authoritatively stated that rhu 
body of Bishop McCloskey would be 
buried at Nazareth* where his brother 
was buried several years ago. 

History records that the Rt. Rev. 
Bishop Benedict Joseph Flxget 
and the Ht. Rev. Bishop Peter 
Joseph LavUlle wore buried un¬ 
der tlio altar of the Cathedral, 
near the •ivnnp's throne, at least two 
generations ago. The Hi. Rev. Bishop 
Flaget's ashes were laid to rest under 
the Cathedral altar in 1850, white those 
of the Hi. Rev. Bishop Lav tail© found 
a resting place under the altar in 1867, 
two years after the cloa© of the Civil 
War. 

Pope Plus VII.. on April 8, 1808. 
erected the States of Kentucky and 
Tennessee Into a diocese, with tho 
episcopal seat at Bardntuwn, Ky. On 
the cum© day the Rev. Benedict Jo¬ 
seph Mag*t was appointed to preside 
over th© degtinles of the new diocese 
as bishop. 

The Rt. Rev. 3ishop Benedict Joseph 
Flu get was bom November 8, 1764. at 
Contournat. in the commune of St. 
Jutten. near the town of Blllom. in 
France. He was consecrated Novem¬ 
ber 4, 1810, by Archbishop Carroll, and 
arrived in Louisville June 4. 1811. He 
reached Bardstown. where there was 
no church, June 9. and on June 11 he 
look up hla abode at St. Stephen's, 
which was Father Redin'* residence. 
The episcopal seat was transferred to 
Louisville in 1841. 

The Rt. Rev. Bishop Flaget died 
February 11. 1860. at the bishop's 

house adjoining the Cathedral, on Firth 
avenue, near Walnut street, the same 
building that stands to-day. and which 
is being used by tho priests of th© 
Cathedral as a rectory. He breathed his 
losst In a ro»»m on Hhe second floor, tho 
same room that is now* being used by 
the Rev. Father P. M. J. Rock. He was 
burled at the Gospel side of the altar 
in th© Cathedral of the Assumption a 
day or two later. 

8om© time aUer the death of the Rt. 
Rev. Bishop Klugel, the Rev. Martin 
John Bpalding was appointed o\©r this 
diocese. He was born near Lebanon, 
Marion county. Kv.. May 23. 1810; was 
educated In St. Mary's College in this 
State, but finished his studios In Rome. 
In Rome he was ordained a priest, and 
on September 10. IMS. w as consecrated 
coadjutor bishop to th© Rt. Rev. Bishop 
Flaget, whom he succeeded February 
11, 1860, tho day on which Bishop 
Flaget died. Bishop Spalding wax 
transferred front this diocese ax arch¬ 
bishop to Baltimore. Md.. May 3, 1864, 
where h© died February 7. 1872. 

The third bishop of this diocese wax 
Peter Joseph Lavialle. who was con¬ 
secrated bishop of Louisville Septem¬ 
ber 24, 186S, and died May 11, 186?. 
His body Is burled beside that of 
Bishop Flxget, In the Cathedral under 
the altar. 

Bishop Lav la lie was born in the vil¬ 
lage of La visile, near Maurlae. Prov¬ 
ince of Avcrgne. France, in 1820. H© 
came to Kentucky in 1841 and was or¬ 
dained a priest »t th© old St. Thomas 
Seminary. For five years after his 
ordination he was attached to th© 
Cathedral of the Assumption. The Rt. 
Rev. Bishop George McClogfrey suc¬ 
ceeded him.

Bishops ore not elected, hut are ap¬ 
pointed by tho Pape. The names of not 
more than six men will be submitted to 
Pot** Plus X. for consideration. It is then 
optional with th© Pope whether he name 
one of these six or som© one not brought 
to hts attention in the regular order.

Within Thirty Days. 

Within thirty days Archbishop Moeller, 
of Cincinnati, under th© rules of the 
church, must osll a meeting of the con- 
suitors and the Irremovable rectors of ih© 
district. After these priests haw assem¬ 
bled they will vole by ballot. Each will 
writ* on a Mlp of paper three name* Tho 
name At the head of the list will hn 
marked “Most worthy.” the second 
“More worthy/* and the third “Worthy.” 
Archbishop Moeller will certify the re¬ 
sult of this vote of the Irremovable rer- 
tars and eonsultorn to the Sacred Coltexe 
at Rom* This is done providing the 
archbishop and bishop© oonrid’u that th* 
list Is well chosen, tf not. the archbishop 
sod th© bishops of the province may cer¬ 
tify to th* Sacred College that In their 
mind th© selections have not been well 
Moa. 

Another selection of eligible candidate* 
Is mad* about the same time nt a meeting 
of the bishops of the province. These 
three names also are rent to Rome. These 
•electlorn* may be merely a concurrence 
In th* names choson by the conauitora 
and th© irremovable rectors, nr an en¬ 
tirely new set. Finally either six or thro© 
ttuttes get before th# Pope, th* number 
depending upon th© unanimity of opinion.

Tedious Procedure. 

Although the meeting will he called 
within the next month It usually takes 
from three to six months to canvass the 
field and make the final selections. Th« 
Pop© and th# cardinal* will then spend 
some little time in going over the names 
submitted.

Senator Bosworth’■ Speech. 


Senator Bosworth road and explained 
tho proposed amendment to th© Con¬ 
stitution. by which counties can issue 
bqnds for the purpose of paying for 
Improving their public roads. 11© said: 

Mr. President and Gentlemen of th© 
Convention of Central Kentucky Commer¬ 
cial Clubs: 1 consider It on appreciated 
privilege to havi been allowed tnta oppor¬ 
tunity to discuss with you gentlemen, who 
compose the Commercial Convention of 
Central Kentucky Commerrikl Clubs, that 
which I consider to be the very most im¬ 
portant proposition and problem which 
confronts the p©ople of Kentucky to-day. 
and that proposition is the good roads con¬ 
stitutional amendment, which passed tho 
last Kentucky Legislature, and which is 
as follows: 

“The credit of the Commonwealth may 
be given, pledged or loaned to any coun- 
ty of the Copunonweaith for road pur¬ 
poses. and any county may be permitted 
to Incur an lndebtednoas in any amount 
fixed by the county, not In excess of b 
peroentuxn of the value of the taxable 
prtiitfrty therein, for public road purp*wes 
In dounty, provided said addiuoual

This institutional amendment t# to be 
voted on at the coming November elec¬ 
tion, and l believe that If wc translate It 
into what it means It would be to g«t 
good roods all over the State of Kentucky. 
Having been born nnd raised In this 

f ;**od county of Fayette, where you have 
ong sine© salved tlte problem of how to 
get good roads and having been accus¬ 
tomed to the blessings and advantages of 
good roads. I drifted to th© mountains of

g ood roads, bat Northern Kentucky, 
outhem Kentucky and nearly all the 
western portion of our Hut© were suffer¬ 
ing under (he same disadvantages, and 
being In the asm© bad fix as my own 
Southeastern Kentucky; In fact.

But. if our Constitution was amended 
as proposed so that a county oould be¬ 
come Indebted tn an amount sufficient to 
build roads to various parts of the coun¬ 
ty. the voters of th© county would be 
only too glad to vote the bonded indebt¬ 
edness; for the purpose of removing that# 
restrictions under our present Constitu¬ 
tion th# good 'roads amendment contains 
a clause which reads: 

’Any county may be permitted to Incur 
an Indebtedness in any amount fixed by 
the county not In excess of 6 per centum 
of the value of the taxable property 
therein for public road purposes In sold 
county, provided raid additional indebt¬ 
edness is submitted to th# voters of the

I believe that If this constitutional 
amendment Is adopted at the coming No¬ 
vember election that then these sixty or 
eighty poorer counties will be able to 
become indebted to lhe extent of ( per 
rent, of their asscsod valuation, and con 
raise for road purposes from on© hun¬ 
dred and fifty to three hundred thousand 
dollars and they can build from fifty to 
Vm© hundred and twenty-five milts of 
turnpike or Improved road, and this, of 
Itself, would be th© beginning of a new 
era of rc^ui bifltdtng In Kentucky. 

Anothv clangs of this proposed con- 
slifriiLionel amendment is that a county* 
may levy 20 cents additional tax on each 
UOO of property to pay the Interest and 
create a sinking fund to pay tha bonded 
indebtedness which a county may create 
for the purpose of constructlng public 
roads. You will see that this Is supple¬ 
mental to th© other clause ond will glv© 
the counties which Issue bonds to build 
public roads an opportunity to place their 
bonds on the market' at an advantage 
and perhaps make them salable at a 
premium. 

1 believe that It would be well for our 
State for our Legislature to enact a law 
releasing from all taxation bonds Issued 
by the county for th* purpos# of build¬ 
ing public roads. This would certainly 
place this class of bonds where the coun¬ 
ties could sell them at a premium. 

Another clause of the proposed consti¬ 
tutional amendment reads: 

"The credit of th© Commonwealth may 
be given, pledged or loaned to any coun¬ 
ty of th© Commonwealth for road pur¬ 
poses. ** 

I would have you bear tn mind that this 
claus© does not say that the credit of the 
Commonwealth shall be given, pledged or 
loaned to any county for public road pur¬ 
poses, but It says that It may be given, 
pledged or loaned. The object in the 
minds of those who drew this clause woe 
to repeal that portion of Bectlon 177 of our 
Constitution which read* "Th# credit 
of the Commonwealth shall not be given. 
plAdged or loaned to any individual, com¬ 
pany. corporation or association, munici¬ 
pality or political subdivision of th© 
State.'* Ti»* object being to untls th© 
hands of the CbmmonweaJth of Kentucky 
and allow tha legislature© of future gen¬ 
erations to deal with this great problem 
as they may think best for the common 
Interest of the whole Btat# a# to how 
the Btat* aid can best be used for (he 
best interest of our great Commonwealth.

Is costing yrm by reason of th© other part 
of th# Btat© not having good roads 

There nr© fifty-one or mors pauper 
counties in our Btat©; that la. counties 
which draw mors mon#y out of the Btat© 
Treasury to pay toscard th© schools, 
courts, ©tc.. than th«y pay Into the Stat© 
Treasury. 

Increase Value of Property. 

It la a knowrfcaad undisputed feet that 
a turnpike parsing through any section 
of our Stat# will Increase the value of 
th© land In thwt community from 20 per 
cent, to W per cent It la also known that 
few or non#, of those fifty-one counties 
hav© any good roads, and X believe that 
this Increase of from 20 per cent to W 
per rout, on the value of lands, which 
would be the ca#c If they had good roads, 
would take thirty of the©# counties out 
of the pauper list and would place them 
on your sld* of the list a© helpers In pay¬ 
ing th© running expense# of the State. 

It Just takes so much to pay th© running 
expenses of our State Government. You 
ar© paying more by reason of your good 
roods and these counties are puylng lee© 
by reason of bad roods, but If you will 
come and help adopt tld» good road 
amendment It will cause time© counties to 
pay more, and then by wuon of these 
paying more taxes you trill get off with 
paying 1©» taxes. v _ t w 

Now. gentlemen, whether this county b© 
In th© mountains, and without, roads and 
a pauper county at that, or id this beau¬ 
tiful Bluegrass region, and with the very 
best roads in th© world, thi* on© thing Is 
true, that they are ail Kentucky coun¬ 
ties and we or# all Kentuckian*, no mat¬ 
ter in what county in the Btat© w© re¬ 
rid© w# are still Kentuckians, and that 
we cannot but be thankful that a n©w era 
has com© and the good.day for our grand 
old Commonwealth of Kentucky Is at 
hand, when th© Kentuckians con b© that 
liberal and broad-minded to realls© that 
what would help on# county, or even th* 
humblest community In one of th© poorest 
of the## counties, would help the whol©

CongTesxm&n Edwards’ Speoch. 

Congressman Edwards in hJs address 
urging th© continuation of Improve¬ 
ments of the Kentucky River, urged 
th# co»operation of all parts of th© 
State In encouraging tho use of rivers 
ax a moans of transportation, and de¬ 
clared that In his opinion, the Ohio 
River will ultimately b© Improved to 
give a permanent stage of nlns feat. 
The three forks of the Kentucky River, 
he said, can ho locked and dammed 
and made navigable nt an approximate 
cost of $ 12 , 0(10 a mite. In discussing 
the subject. Mr. Edwards aald:

Business Proposition. 


"I come to you with only a business 
proposition. / shall leave out all sen¬ 
timent and discuss my subject simply 
as a business proposition.” 

The speaker told briefly th© work 
that has already been don* on th*s 
Kentucky River by th© National Gov¬ 
ernment. More than 200 mite# of the 
river have been locked nnd dammed. 
The last dam Is about two mile# above 
Irvin#- When th# work lx completed 
the river will be navigable to Heldel- 
burg. in !>©• county, a distance of ap¬ 
proximately 261 miles, and will be ope 
of the best Inland waterways In all the 
country. 

"We are Just approaching th© coal 
fields. This work probably will be 
completed In the next two or three 
years. 

"In my opinion, the Ohio River will 
ultimately be improved no as to glv© 
nine feet of navigable water, opening 
thus tb* Kentucky coal fields to th# 
markets of the world by means of the 
beat cheap transportation known.

Will Conserve Mountain Timber. 


Th© commit!©, on resolution# made 
the report on constitution And by-laws 
for the proposed Federation of Commer¬ 
cial Clubs. The declaration of th# con¬ 
stitution is as follows. 

“On this day, September 17, 1909. th© 
Central Kentucky Federation of Com¬ 
mercial Clubs la hereby formed by dele¬ 
gates now' In seaalun In ths city of Lex¬ 
ington. Ky., to concentrate the power 
and usefulness of the various commer¬ 
cial clubs* nnd other business organiza¬ 
tions of Central Kentucky In one cor¬ 
porate organisation. &a well xx to fos¬ 
ter and strengthen ih# efficiency of each 
organization In Its membership and In 
order to secure commercial cohesion 
and harmony of action in the proper 
consideration of question** pertaining io 
th© financial, economic nnd industrial 
interest of Central Kentucky.” 

The constitution and by-laws ar© such 
ks ordinarily govern such organisations. 
The annual due* for Individual mem¬ 
bers are fixed at Sio. nr* membership 
at $100. The federation is to have an¬ 
nual meetings In October 

Th© report was accepted by the con¬ 
vention and the constitution and by¬ 
law'# were recommended to the Commer¬ 
cial Club* of Central Kentucky In the 
formation of a federation. 

* • • • 

Resolutions Adopted. 

The committee on reflolutlon* made 
the following report, which was unani¬ 
mously adopted: 

"Your committee recognise* th© want 
of power on th# part of the delegate* 
here present to bind tho club* they rep¬ 
resent to any definite action at this 
time, but In ord#r to further the pur¬ 
pose of the.call that brought us to¬ 
gether we wfU respectfully suggest: 

“That this meeting Is heartily In fa¬ 
vor of a federation of the force* that 
compose the Commercial Clubs of Ken¬ 
tucky. and believe that »uch a union 
of the bodies nlready organized In the 
different towns and cities will bring 
beneficial results to the various com¬ 
munities Interested. 

"That the proposed federation will In 
our opinion be a clearing-house or a 
center of distribution Cur idea* nnd 
propsltlona that may lead to the' better¬ 
ment of general conditions, to the locu¬ 
tion of enterprises that may be adapted 
to each town or city, to the support of 
better law* conoected with develop- 
and to a broader study of tho 
movements of trad© and commerce as 
they may affect the region In which we 
live.” 

"That we commend to th© different 
Commercial Clubs or kindred organiza¬ 
tions In Kentucky a consideration of 
the constitution and by-laws adopted 
by this maetinc and respectfully urge 
them to take such action with reference 
thereto as they may severally deem 
proper. ' 

"That we recommend that whenever 
as many ns ten clubs have approved 
said constitution and/by-law* and no¬ 
tified the secretary of this meeting of 
such action, he shall Inform the chair¬ 
man of this meeting of such result. And 
then said chairman shall call a meeting* 
of the representative* of said clubs so 
approving at some suitable time and 
plact. when the federation may be per¬ 
manently organized."

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I MR. CHESTERTON’S ORTHODOXY. 


Wonderful Essays On Christianity.

A pagan at 12. an agnostic at 16. It 
was finally a doubt of the doubters that 
led Mr. Chesterton to orthodox Chris¬ 
tianity. Huxley. Spencer. Brad laugh. 
Tom Paine and others unsettled his 
mind to such an extent that he felt 
doubts of them, doubts deeper than any 
they had excited The first impression 
he received from these philosophers was 
that Christianity must be a most ex¬ 
traordinary thing, for It was attacked 
on all sides, by every class, but for ab¬ 
solutely contrary reasons. 

“Christianity could not at once be the 
black mask on a white world and also 
the white mask on a black world.** 
When the men who denounced Chris¬ 
tianity for pessimism wore themselves 
pessimists the author knew there was 
something wrong. Writers with neither 
religion nor happiness could not be good 
judges of either. All the paradoxes 
voiced by the opponents of Christianity 
upset him and caused him to think that 
if It were wrong It was very wrong 
Indeed; if Jesus of Nasareth were not 
Chri*t. He must have been Anti-Christ. 

Then he suddenly found the solution 
for the paradoxes and the attacks. Sup¬ 
pose a man of whom all men spoke. 
Some said he was too tall, others too 
short, some that he was fair, others 
that he was dark; some objected to Ills 
fatness, others to his leanness. “He 
might be the right shape. Outrageous¬ 
ly tall men might feel him to be short. 
Very short men might feel him to be 
tall. Old bucks who are growing stout 
might consider him Insufficiently filled 
out; old beaux who were growing thin 
might feel that he had expanded be¬ 
yond the narrow Unas of elegance.** 

It was no longer a complication of de¬ 
fects In Christianity but of defects in 
Its critics. Mr. Chesterton got* Into 
this In detail, and he became convinced 
that Christ was neither a being apart 
from God and man nor a being half 
human and half not. but “both- things 
at once and both things thoroughly— 
very man and very God.** 

Man Is the chief of creatures, but a 
man Is the chief of sinners. Tho para¬ 
doxes of Christianity prove Its univer¬ 
sal adaptability. It Is not tame. He 
calls it—“the equilibrium of man be¬ 
hind madly rushing horses, seeming to 
stoop this way and to sway that, yet 
In every attitude having the grace of 
statuary and the accuracy of arith¬ 
metics The church In its early days 
went fierce and fist with any war- 
horse. yet It * utterly unhlatario to 
say that she merely went mod along 
one idea like a vulgar fanatldst She 
swerved to left and right exactly as 
40 avoid enormous obstacles. She left 
on pne hand the huge bulk of Arianlsm. 
buttressed by all the worldly powers 
to make Christianity too worldly. The 
next Instant she was swerving to avoid 
an orient# Uanofthlch would have made 

To have fallen into «qy one of the 
fads lying between agnosticism and 
Christian Science, the author says, 
would have been tamo and obvious 
“But to have avoided them all has been 


one whirlwind adventure, and In my 
vision the heavenly chariot files thun¬ 
dering through the age*, the dull here¬ 
sies sprawling and prostrate, the wild 
truth reeling but erect.** 

It is splendid, this appeal, this sum¬ 
mary. this conviction In a man who 
has seemed to juggle with all things 
In life, to play with words, to doubt, 
to fool, to criticise aecmlng)> from mere 
lightness and Inability to take anything | + 
In heaven or earth seriously! Not a 
page but makes an Impression, and one 
Is carried along, conviction piling upon 
conviction, as truth after truth becomes 
plainer. On whatever branch of his 
subject he touches he Is splendid 

The book Is Intended as a companion 
to “Heretics.** In It he tells how he 
personally came to believe In Chris¬ 
tianity. Ho calls It chaotic and in tho 
sense that it Is filled with a multitude 
of Ideas on many subjects It is. but In 
showing how all these diverse specula¬ 
tions were fully satisfied by Christian¬ 
ity It possesses a unity rarely found 
In or out of books. 

Many may object to its lightness. Mr 
Chesterton can only be himself. He of¬ 
fers here a paradox that whereas In 
his former essays be gives the Impres¬ 
sion of a man who Is making game 
of his readers, laughing aside at his 
ability to prove black is white and the 
contrary, in this book he has used that 
very ability to prove the grandest of 
all truths. He reconciles the faithful 
to much that has seemed untrans¬ 
latable. he shows how this very mixture 
of familiar and unfamiliar things, of 
natural and supernatural, gives grounds 
for a universal faith, one that meets 
the need of diverse human nature. He 
has not tried to prove all the truths 
of Christianity; he has merely declared 
his reasons *for finding in it the double 
craving of his own nature satisfied He 
claims to despise mere light sophistry 
and concludes that It has been a whole- 
somo experience, that this Is the main 
accusation of his critics. Sophistry', he 
says, is as easy’ as lying, because It Is 
lying. 

“I did, like all other solemn little 
boys, try to be In advance of the age. 
And I found that I was eighteen hun¬ 
dred years behind It. When I fancied 
that I stood alone I was really In the 
ridiculous position of being backed up 
by all Christendom.** 

He explains his use of the word ortho¬ 
dox as meaning the Apostle’s Creed; 
and these essays discuss the fact that 
this Is the best root of all energy and 
ethics. He Is himself throughout; doubt¬ 
less his seeming lightnes* will offend 
many, but It Is bound to convince not 
a few. His nine chapters are character¬ 
istically headed: Introduction In De¬ 
fense of Every thing Else: The Maniac; 
The Suicide of Thought; The Ethics 
of Elfland; The Flag of the World; 
The Paradoxes of Christianity; The 
Eternal Revolution; The Romano© of 
Orthodoxy; The Authority and the Ad¬ 
venturer.

P OSBESBING that quality of inter¬ 
estingness Indispensable to a 
good story. "Trespass" has some¬ 
thing more; It goes deeply Into the 
great soul of a mar, to whom nature 
h«9 denied a great body or even a great 
ambition, yet to whom khe has given 
the opportunity to prove himself one of 
the few lovers that hove ever existed 
In tho world, whose love can withstand 
every shock even to the faithlessness 
of th© Joved one. 

In a quiet Englfsh village that civil¬ 
isation and Its complexities have 
passed by. Stephen Falrmanner strikes 
the high note of his tragedy. An Inn¬ 
keeper. owning one of those old houses 
that bring water to the mouth of the 
antiquarian, the dweth of hla father 
leaves him withi the wherewithal for 
physical comforts and th* promise of 
marriage with the only girl in the 
world.

He found the blind sitting lb dark 
ness, and It© left them glad In the sun 
shine of the love of God.** The pres¬ 
ent volume bears out these words of 
Dr. Hale's. The history of no hero, 
no American hero. Is more thrilling or 
energising than this of Dr. Howe as 
revealed In his letters to such friends 
of his heart as Charles Sumner. Horace 
Mann. Theodore Parker. Meantime they 
are also Interesting notes on the de¬ 
velopments of the great philanthropies 
of tho Nineteenth century in this coun¬ 
try. For In all these good works Sam¬ 
uel Grldley Howe took part, and promt 
nent part. H*> rave his youth and early 
manhood to the cause of the Greeks 
when they were striving to cast oft 
the Turkish yoke His middle age a"d 
later years he devoted to working for 
th© blind, the Insane, the feeble-minded, 
the prisoner, the slave.

VOLUME as sprightly In Interest 
as Its title suggests. Mr. Son- 
nlchsen was the adventurous 
spirit who went to Macedonia as a 
member of the Committee of Revolu¬ 
tion. Hence bis volume is a first-hand 
presentation of turbulent Balksn af¬ 
fairs. which have been making such 
dramatic history. He fraternise with 
Apostol, “chief of chetas/' Luka Ivan- 
off. Hrlsto Tohernopecf and several 
others who took leading parts In events 
which have excited the wonder, horror, 
suspense of the civilized world. Yet 
as «©.*:« In comradeship with Son- 
nlchsen. the brigands show certain 
naive, winning, loyal traits of nature 
that quite humanize them, different as 
their standards of Judgment and ethics 
are from those of the Occidentals. 

Not the least ingenious revelation Is 
that of Mf&s Stone’s chief captor, 
Tchernc^ef. Mr. Sonnlchsen writes 
plctur* ra© *ly of how* he found this ban¬ 
dit ernei.cus on the slopes of the Strum- 
Itza Mountains. Tolling up the steep 
mountain side, through dens© oak rap- 
ltngs. finally the author and his com¬ 
panions came out upon a level space 
among a husky crowd of chetnlks. A 
tall, garrulous man was holding forth to 
the group seuted around a fire, whose 
circle Mr. 8onnlchsen Joined. Turning 
to a quiet little man. who had not 
spoken, the author asked if the tall 
*|M*aker was Tchennopeef. “No; I am 
Hrlsto TcUernopeef." answ*ered the 
small, quiet man fn very clear, crisp 
Bulgarian, smiling humorously. When 
Mr. Sonnlchsen identified him as the 
man who had kidnaped Miss Stone, he 
nodded, grimly smiling, “but don’t con¬ 
demn me without a hearing. You. as 
a brother brigand, should be more Just. 
I want you to understand how It was." 
Whereupon he set forth a story which 
glorified his patriotism as he under¬ 
stood It, claiming to have captured Miss 
Stone only as a last resource as m^ana 
of getting money to carry on what was 
in his estimation a holy campaign. The 
old brigand made of the capture a story 
not lacking In literary qualities, espe¬ 
cially that of humor when he dwelt 
on the difficulties he and his fellow- 
brigands endured while they were 
waiting for the ransom. Miss Stone's 
objection to her captor's smoking and 
the bn by, Mrs. Tsilka’s llul© baby, were 
specially burdensome to the brigands. 
“Fancy a new-born baby on the trail 
•with you! How often haven’t you hod 
to put your head Into a cloak to muffle 
a sneeze. Then think of n healthy, 
whooping baby with you. the country 
teeming with nskers and Tconsheft's 
brigand* • • • It was the death of 

our authority.” 

Besides throwing soqio Interesting 
light from within upon the personalities 
and events of those tumultuous Mace¬ 
donian uprising*, the author has con¬ 
tributed Interesting comment on rt*v*nt 
happening* In Turkey. Meantime also 
his book Afford* an entertaining picture 
of the country In which these events 
have transpired.

On© of 
the most charming Js "The Lend of 
Dream*," that land known to poets, 
musicians, to little chtldren sometime 
In their sleep, "but, alas! grown-ups 
ar* too busy even to wish to know* of 
the land of beauty. How they fret and 
sorrow over their little trouble**, while 
away yonder are wondrous tiling* they 
have never dreamed of!" ’"Surely.** 
says tho wise old Moqntaln. "only they 
that draam ar© happy." Tho book Is 
to be commended for those wishing 
pleasant and profitable books for their 
lfrttle folks.

Kipling lives at Burwash. in Sus¬ 
sex. where he has a charming coun¬ 
try house. Among his friends Is Ralph 
D. Blumenfeld. ••ditor of th© Dally Ex¬ 
press. one of the most popular of Lon¬ 
don's 1-cent papers. Mr. Blumonfeld, 
who before he settled down to London 
journalism was a leading member of 
the staff of the New York Horald, Is 
also a lover of country life and ha* a 
charming house at Dunmow, In Essex. I 
A few days ago he was visiting Kip¬ 
ling at Burwash and he expressed his 
admiration of tho poet's place. 

*’I should Ilk© to take the house and 
alt down to Dunmow." ho raid. 

"All right.’* said Kipling. “You can I 
have It. Just have Selfridge send down 
some men to move It.”

It* contents to Dunmow. The men. 
who were not in the secret, got Kip¬ 
ling out of bed the next morning They 
have not reported what th© poet saifi 
when they explained their errand, but 
Kipling's house I* still at Burwash.

A pretty *torv is connected with Mrs. 
d© Courc.v Laffan'* new novel. “Th© 
Heart of Doreen," which 1« to be pub 
fished this autumn. Mrs. Laffan. of 
course. xi« well as being on© of the 
most popular of women novelists. Is the 
wife of the Rev. d© Cotircy Laffan. sec¬ 
retary to the Olympic Games Commit¬ 
tee. The story of ‘'Doreen” Is founded 
on that of a real woman. One day 
Mrs Laffan was at a charity concert 
In London when she noticed thAt the 
woman sitting next to her w^s ill. She 
assisted her out of th© hall and when 
th© woman had recovered a little of¬ 
fered to drive her home. The woman 
accepted the offer gratefully and on th© 
wgy Mrs. Laffan noticed that her guest 
seemed to be in deep trouble and of 
rer*d her sympathy. *’I am In trouble.”

Delay* In the Court*. 

President Taft, being a lawyer and 
having occupied the Federal bench for 
many years, is well qualified to speak 
on the desirability of reform In the 
courts. The subject Is one In which 
he Is much interested and was moro 
than once referred t to In his addresses 
when he was campaigning for the 
presidency. Undue delay h»* considers 
the chief difficulty In the administra¬ 
tion of Justice The President puts the 
case strongly when he says: "It Is not 
too much to say that the administra¬ 
tion of criminal law* In this country Is 
a disgrace to our civilisation." He cite*' 
In his Chttago speech the facility with 
which buslneea Is disposed of In the 
English courts and expresses the be¬ 
lief that the prevalence of crime and 
fraud In the United States 1* due 
largely to the failure of the law to 
brbur criminals to Justice. 

The cumbersome and time-killing 
methods of American courts are fa¬ 
miliar to everyone who has had any 
considerable experience in courtrooms. 
Trials are intetrupted bl* long argu¬ 
ments over technicalities. Attorneys 
art given great latitude In conducting 
cases, and many of them are prolific 
In devices which tend to delay. Con¬ 
tinuances frequently are obtained on 
trivial grounds, am! every continuance 
In a criminal hearing detracts from the 
strength of the prosecution. The pro¬ 
cess of "wearing out" a case by a 
series of continuances is not infre¬ 
quent. While The case Is being 
dragged along witnesses die or get 
out of reach of the court. If de¬ 
lays can be brought about In suffi¬ 
cient number there Is small hope of 
ultimate conviction. The evil Is one 
that is known of alt men who have 
any knowledge of court procedure. The 
President rightly say* "the trial here 
is a game in which the advantage is 
with the criminal." 

I 9 his reference to "error* that In 
the trial seemed of little account, but 
that are developed into great Injustices 
In the court of appeal," the President 
point* out an evil on which, appropri¬ 
ately. he might have laid more stress. 
An Illuminating instance of (he kind 
was supplied recently when the Ten¬ 
nessee Supreme Court reversed the 
Reelfoot Lake night-rider cases on 
purely technical grounds. A writer in 
Collier's Weekly a few months ago 
Cited the reversal of a tower court ver¬ 
dict in a higher tribunal because one 
of the witnesses was not allowed to 
testify ns to "what Mary said" on a cer¬ 
tain occasion. A new trial was ordered 
and the witne#© was re-examined with 
a view* to his divulging the all-impor¬ 
tant things that "Mary said " The wit¬ 
ness promptly declared chut "Mary 
didn't any anything" Court record* 
are much too wet! besprinkled with 
opinions wherein verdict* were reversed 
for reason* scarcely less trivial. 

In civil court*, a* the President ©uy«, 
undue delay "works for the beoeflt of 
the man with the longest pur«e." This 
undoubtedly Is true All men are sup¬ 
posed to be equal In the eyes of the 
law. but It Is a lamentable fact that 
Ihe man without mean* stand* a very 
poor chance In litigation. Ills right* 

1 or his property may be threatened by 
an Individual who is mure powerful, or 
by a corporation, but unless he I* able 
lo meet the expense of reputed trial* 
and to secure the co-operation of ©f 
flclent counsel, he is helpless and utJ 
terly without remedy for the wrong* In 
flirted Th© Prenldent thinks that n 
limitation of the right of appeal would 
be In the interest of the poor man, but 
he overlook#, apparently, the fact that 
local influonce la often a strong 
factor In the lower courts*, and that 1: 


Is to tha higher courts that case* must 
be taken to escape that Influence. 

"We must make ii^" nays the Prcsi-j 
dent, '‘mi that the poor man wilt have 
as nearly as possible an equal opportu¬ 
nity In litigation with the rich man .** 
Most assuredly the President la right, 
but It Is deplorably trio* that the wls- 
dom of the ages has not been able to 
bring about such an equalisation and 
that there Is at present no perceptible 
progress In that direction. 

The suggestion that Congress should 
appoint a commission to report a sys¬ 
tem "to secure quick and cheap justice 
In the Federal courts,** unt that "will 
offer a model to ths Legislatures and 
courts of the titates," Is a gv»od one. 
Congressional commissions are not 
notably efilctont, but one made up of 
the right sort of material should be 
able to offer something that will be an 
Improvement on present practice*. 

The Press and Good Roads. 

It Is encouraging to those who art 
working for better highways In Ken¬ 
tucky that tho newspapers of tho State, 
almost without exception, are lending 
their Influence lo tliu good roads move¬ 
ment. The editors In attendance dur¬ 
ing Press day at the mate Fair also 
attended the good roads convention In 
a body and were prompt to give as¬ 
surance of their concurrence In the 
plans propoaed. The Kentucky papers 
are practically unanimous in urging the 
adoption of the Bosworth-Wyatt 
amendment to the Constitution whl<4t 
w in be submitted to the voters »al the 
coming November election. 

It Is by no means easy to secure the 
adoption ^of un amendment to the 
State Constitution. A largo number of 
voters religiously and consistently op¬ 
pose any tinkering with the organic 
law. An Immensely larger number 
are go utterly Indifferent that they do 
not vote at all on such propositions. It 
requires a vrtst amount of "evangelisa¬ 
tion" to overcome these elements. While 
tho good roads campaign has been an 
active one, the men who are leading In 
It cannot achieve success without active 
aid and co-operatlon In (he various 
counties and voting districts. The news¬ 
papers will do their share and no voter 
who appreciates the value and desira¬ 
bility of good roads should full to do his 
duty. It Is not enough that he should 
be at the polls to cast his vote for the 
amendment In November, but, If pos¬ 
sible, he should Influence his friends 
and neighbors to go and do likewise. 

There Is room fdr some effective work 
In every voting precinct In Kentucky, 
for In no one of these precincts will 
there be unanimous sentiment for the 
amendment. In some of them prob¬ 
ably {here will be stubborn opposition, 
but much of this may be overcome If 
the question Is properly agitated and 
discussed and Is fairly set forth be¬ 
fore the votefs. Kentucky needs bet¬ 
ter roads. It Is to the Interest of all 
classes to support kny reasonable and 
sensible plan that will bring about their 
improvement. Under tho proposed 
amendment a county may become In¬ 
debted to the extent of 6 per-cent of 
Us assessed valuation for road purpose*. 
At present an Indebteness In excess 
of 2 per cent, cannpt be Incurred. Ex¬ 
perience has shown that this amount 
Is too low. A 6 per cent, limitation Is 
sttf»- and sane, and Its adoption would 
mean an Important advance In the Im¬ 
provement of ro4ds in Kentucky.

Why We Are Wrongly Taxed. 

"In Kentucky, a* in >nany other Htntee. 
a lack of Intelligent Inter*# 4 , upon the 
part of the people, and restrictive pro¬ 
visions of Ute Atate Constitution, are ob¬ 
stacles to progress Allen Ripley Foote 
upon Taxation in Kentucky. 

Some time ago a New York newspa¬ 
per. advocating an amendment of a tax 
law. said that it was strange, but true, 
that the New York public could be 
readily wrought to a pitch of excite¬ 
ment over the question of w hether there 
should be baseball on Sunday, or horse 
races on week days, but that It was 
well nigh Impossible to stir up public 
sentiment against a bad tax system. 
Not one man In ten. It was pointed out, 
cares greatly for Sunday baseball a* 
one of his own amusements, and#not 
one In ten gof# to the races. It la 
merely the question of nrf interference 
with rights that makes it easy to create 
feeling against an effort to curtail priv¬ 
ileges. Yet rights are infringed when 
taxes are wrongly collected and nearly 
everyone Is directly affected by tax 
collections. 

What Is true In New York is true In 
Kentucky. Everyone has an opinion 
when there is discussion a* to whether 
pari-mutuel machines or bookmak¬ 
ers shall receive bets at Churchill 
Downs. If an effort Is made to put on 


the "lid" upoy Sunday there Is no hot¬ 
ter champion of an open Sunday than 
the man who never takes a drink, pro¬ 
vided that man's conception of personal 
liberty covers the right to enjoy a Con¬ 
tinental Sabbath. When there is a ru¬ 
mor of legislation to regulate the speed 
of motorcars on public highways, the 
warmth of u man's advocacy of a rea¬ 
sonable speed limit is not based merely 
upon his fear of being run over. He Is 
warm about the collar because he Is 
a champion of the rights <»f the many—’ 
as Is pretty nearly everyone who is in 
a position to take a disinterested view 
of a public question. +he man who in- 
slsts that a motorcar may run at u 
certain rate of speed without endan¬ 
gering life Is not necessarily an own¬ 
er or prospective owner of motorcars. 
As often as not he Is a pedestrian or a 
patron of street cars, liut he has 
opinions as to how far regulation of the 
Individual should go. and whut degree 
of personal liberty is consistent with 
a guarantee of the public welfare by 
the law.

Ye* King, a Chinese, was lined $60 
for offering an umbrella to a woman 
during a rainstorm. He pleaded that 
in the New York missions he had been 
taught to be courteous to white women. 
Yoe King may have been guilty of in¬ 
tentions less commendable than those 
of unselfish courtesy when he made 
the offer. The fine may have been 
rightly assessed. There are •'mashers" 
of all races and complexions. But the 
qmAtlon of the guilt or Innocence of 
the prisoner at the bar does not affect 
the fact that the acme of asinlnHty Is 
beached In the following quoted word# 
of Judge Beitler: 

"I always consider It a diversion tend¬ 
ing to a breach of the peace when a 
Chlnsman accosts a white woman. The 
Sigcl murder would never have occurred 
if Chinese were not allowed to addree* 
white girls." 

It is unnecessary to- draw attention 
to the fart that the SIgel murder re¬ 
vealed a peculiar degree of degrada¬ 
tion In a whit© Individual as well as 
In a yellow one. To eay that aueh 
degradation is preventable only by pre¬ 
venting Chinese from speaking to 
/rhlte women le a more contemptible 
Insult to American women than to 
Chinese men. But. leaving the SIgel 
ca*e out of consideration, it may be 
said that as a manifestation of race 
prejudice, based upon an unhappy com¬ 
bination of mRenets and Ignorance. 
Judge Beltlefs decision stands almost 
alone. If not quite alone. In American 
annals. 

Crimes unnumbered In the South 
have no; caused a Southern Judge to 
make so ridiculous a statement a# that 
a courtesy offered a white woman by 
a negro tends to create a breach of the 
peace. And the crime* that hare 
caused lynching* In the Routh h*ve 
differed from the SIgel murder case In 
point* that need not t»e dwelt upon. 

Chicago has recently furnldhed An 
American Mlnlater to China, and one 
who bids fair to prove a satisfactory 
public servant. This country Is at 
present making a laudable attempt to 
develop more lntlmato relations with 
tho Chinese. American missionaries 
are taking the lead In spreading the 
Qospel of Christ, the gospel of civilisa¬ 
tion and the gospel of racial tolerance 
among some 400,000.000 Chinese. It 
may be said in passing that In ordinary 
time*, w'hen there Is no political un¬ 
rest In China, white women are not In 
the least afraid to pursue their duties 
among the Chinese unescorted, to say 
nothing of receiving courtesies from 
Chinese, and exchanging courtesies 
with them. It may also be added, for 
the Information of any who may be 
sufficiently blinded by race* prejudice 
to fall to appreciate the absurdity of 
the Chicago Dogberry's observations, 
that Tfi the Chinese treaty port* white 
women Tkgard themselve* safer from 
danger or annoyance than in districts 
in Chicago not frequented by Chinese. 

The Chinese colonies in N#w York 
and Chicago represent about ths worst 
there Is of China. Indeed, the criminal 
tendencies Chines© manifest here may 
possibly be an exotic growth due to 
the fact that race prejudice 1 * so strong 
that nope but ths lowest of the low 
among white Americans associate with 
American Chinese. Every effort should 
be made to regulate these colonies. But 
while America Is preaching to, and 
teaching. Chinese In China and In 
America, such u manifestation of un¬ 
reasoning race prejudice as that of¬ 
fered by the Chicago Judge la as un¬ 
fortunate pm It Is ridiculous.

If It Is Innocuous an as¬ 
sault upon It that goes further than to 
express an honest 4 opinion in terms not 
unreasonably violent Is unwarrantable, 
not merely from the point of view of 
the actor nnd producer who** joint 
stock-ln-tradc Is attacked, but also from 
that of t)to reader who expects of u 
critic enlightening Information, and 
not stupid vituperation. \ 

There has recently gone the rounds of 
the pres* the story of sJl Interview be¬ 
tween a London editor and an aspiring 
youth who wished to enter Journalism. 
Upon being asked what qualification* he 
believed himself posies^rd of in such 
measure a# to recommend him to fa¬ 
vorable consideration, tho candidate 
roplled that he regarded himself as a 
master of Invective. Aiked If there 
was any etpodal evil ngainst which he 
felt Impelled to Inveigh, he said there 
was none. He bad merely a talent for 
general Invective. 

Too frequently the half-baked critic 
of books or plays indulges a talefit for 
general Invective. Ignorance And# an 
epithet readier to hand than exposition. 
Anathema Is less difficult than analysis. 
Rirmli wonder that persons, firms or 
"trust*" engaged In marketing the 
dram* a# a commodity should .com¬ 
plain agalu*t writers upon the theater 
whose "high and^t etn principle*, Intel¬ 
lectual and moral.” do not deter them 
from doing injurir to enterprises, com¬ 
mercial or artistic, by doing violence 
to truth, to common sense and to In© 
canon# of common courteay. Wtlllqm 
Winter, whose phraBc# are quoted here, 
wts nothing If pot »chblarly. His cri¬ 
tiques were written in a critical vein, 
often constructive, usually temperate 
except when he discussed such offer¬ 
ing* as he deemed exhibitions unfit for 
respectable person* to witness, and 
never locking In Intelligence. If ths 
producers warred with him It was 
doubtless because discriminating and 
temperate criticism Is mors biting than 
vulgar abuse. Ths reader of the pres* 
ha* a better cause for a quarrel with 
the critic who exhibits in unhappy 
combination a lack of charity, of crit¬ 
ical ability and consideration for verity. 

"In Ifaytl" may be a poor form of 
entertainment, desplt* the fact that the 
two comedians presenting it have prov¬ 
en their title to a measure of latent by 
satisfactory portrayals of the negro 
character before Southern audlendes 
sufficiently familiar with the Afro- 
Amrrlcan to posses# discriminating 
Judgment In such a matter. But when 
a critic who hotly denounces th© Injus¬ 
tice of managers toward him, dismisses 
what Mr. Winter calls '*welt-intcnded 
endeavor," a* "Intolsrabte Imbecility," 
he Is himself gulity or intolerable Im¬ 
becility. By a stroke of the psn. he 
calls Into question his fitness to sit In 
Judgment over yi© drama or to *xer- 
clse a Judicial function in any field.

How well the Administration has 
kept Its word Is a matter of common 
knowledge. It I# currently reported 
that score* of saloons are keeping open 
on Sunday, while other#, not In favor 
with th© Administration, are required 
to remain closed. 

It Is a woll-known fact that If proof 
were needed to accur© convictions for 
this offense It could lie readily obtained, 
for It is not difficult tu get Into many 
of the saloon* selling liquor on Ban- 
day Their brazen disregard of this 
notorious condition I* only anothei * 8 
evidence of how Chief of Polly 
Haagt-r and hi# 400 men are keepld 
themselves "out" (?) of politics.

STRANGLES BABY AND 

ENDS HER OWN LIFE. 


Mrs. J. W. Polly Found Hanging To 
Troo Near Blooming¬ 
ton, Ind. 


Bloomington. Ind.. Sept. 17.—One of 
the most revolting tragedies that has 
ever occurred In Bloomington was 
brought to light to-day. A week ago 
Mrs. Jos. W. Polly, of Fleener, near 
here, was reported missing from her 
home with her baby. She was some¬ 
what demented, and wandered away. 
Nobody saw her from September 8 un¬ 
til this morning. She was found hang¬ 
ing to a tree on the edge of a cornfield, 
about a mile and a half from Bloom¬ 
ington. with the body of her little babe 
at her feet. Both bodies tvere badly de¬ 
composed. 

It Is supposed that she strangled the 
child and then hung herself The hus¬ 
band. Jos. Polley was in Baker City, 
Oregon, at last reports, a letter having 
been found from him that was dated 
Baker City, September 1. 

It Is thought that w-orry over somo 
land that he staked caused her to be¬ 
come mentally unbalanced and drive 
Her to Infanticide and suicide. When 
she first disappeared It was thought that 
she had met with foul play, but the sur¬ 
roundings of the place where she was 
found, with the way In which she and 
the baby were found, leads to the other 
theory.

Flafs On Luxuries. 

The statement contained only enough 
figures to mnke clear a point which the 
President has dwelt U|s»n for some time 
in his confidential talk; that the meas¬ 
ure of the new bill should be taken by 
the amount of reduction* mode* on ar¬ 
ticles of general consumption, com¬ 
pared to the increases on articles little 
used. Tha President, by means of a ta¬ 
ble prepared at his request by Mr. 
Payne, showed that the tariff had been 
Increhaed on articles whose consump¬ 
tion in this coumry amount* yearly to 
$♦;&!.OOfl.rtiio, and that of this amount 
$379,000,060 is represented by such 
luxuries as silks, wines, liquors, per¬ 
fume* und pomades, leaving a balance 
of $272,000,000, representing Increases 
on articles not luxuries. Against this 
the President net. with great emphasis 
in his delivery, the fact that the tariff 
had been reduced on articles, mostly 
ne«*e»sltles. whose consumption in this 
country amounts annually to $5,000,- 
000.000. 

• • * 

Goes Into Details. 

The President went Into the details 
of every schedule; of the tariff bill, 
dwelling especially on the. schedules 
ivhlcb were the subject of the greatest 
fight and which developed more strong¬ 
ly the insurgent movement. 

A* to the woolen schedule. Mr. Taft 
declared without hesitation or equivo¬ 
cation that the rates of the Payne hill 
were too high, It was found early In 
the right, however, he asserted, that the

Mr. Payne reported a bill—the Payne 
tariff bill—which went to tho Senate and 
was amended In th* Senate by imreas- 
Ing the duty on some things and <l«*orta*- 
ing It on others.

House and Senate Differences 


‘As to whether the rates on cotton 
goods are higher than they ought to 
be,” said the President. *it was a ques¬ 
tion of evidence, I will not defend the 
evidence, but we hope aoon to know 
more about tho tariff than we did at 
the beginning of this light.*' 

President Taft dwelt at some length 
upon his interpretation of the duties 
and scope of activity of the new Tariff 
Commission, which. U has been as¬ 
serted in some quarters, wa* made into 
an innocuous body by Senate amend¬ 
ments to the hill. Mr. Taft ho* main¬ 
tained all along that the commission 
a* finally authorized could accomplish 
all that could be desired. He said to¬ 
night that the commission would col¬ 
lect evidence at home and abroad, 
wuffld. ascertain the price of producing 
here and abroad and would gather into 
an encyclopedia expert Information ou 
every* question and every article enter¬ 
ing into a tariff bill.

No More Discussion Now. 


Mr. Taft said It would be utterly use¬ 
less and distressing to business to 
bring about further discussion of the 
tariff during the present or next ses¬ 
sion of Congress, and added that it 
would require the three year* of his 
administration for the commission tfl 
collect facts which would justify the 
:*g up of the tariff on a more sci¬ 
entific basis than ever before. 

By that time, he asserted, the party 
would be ready to go before tho people 
again with a definite proposition.

Denies Tariff Responsible. 


Chicago, Sept. 17.—Grain and pro¬ 
vision dealers, representing practical¬ 
ly every exchange In the country, were 
the guest* of the Chicago Board of 
Trade to-day. After spending the 
morning at the Board of Trade, the 
delegates held a business session in 
the afternoon. 

Grain inspection and the advisability 
of requiring margins on purchases and 
sales,of cash grain for future delivery 
were the two topics that received tho 
Mnost attention at the buaiuta* meeting. 

The quffttion of requiring margin* for 
deals In cash grain for future delivery 
v«* opened by James Patton, of this 
City, who said that the profit on such 
transactions Tor »he Board of Trade 
members 1* *o small that they should be 
protected against unscrupulous specu¬ 
lators. 

Prediction* that wheat would conti¬ 
nue nt a high price and that the coun¬ 
try wa* on the verge of great pros¬ 
perity were made: by Joseph Q. Can¬ 
non. Speaker of the House of Repre¬ 
sentative*. and James A Patten. I he 
prominent wheat mun. at the banquet 
held In the evening at the LaSalle Ho¬ 
tel. 

‘'The production of wheat this year.” 
said Mr Patten, “Is far larger than 
that of last year, The fanntr has not 
made up hi* mind as yet a* to what 
he will do. and until he make* up hi* 
mind we need run expect a low price- 
lor wheat.” 


President Taft answered with much 
wramth the assertion that the tariff is 
responsible for the high cost of liv¬ 
ing. He declared tho tariff remained 
unchanged for ten years, while tho < o»t 
of living, not In America alone, hut in 
free-trade and protection countries 
abroad, a* well, kept climbing higher 
and higher The greatest enthusiasm 
of the President's address wa* aroused 
when he declared that if the people 
wanted free trade—If they wanted 
tariff Tor revenue only—if they wanted 
to close down manufactories and to 
have cheaper prices at the sacrifice of 
many business Interests. th>y ought to 
put the Democratic i>arty In power 
The President said he doubted even 
If that would succeed, for the Demo# 
crats In the Senate voted for the pro 
tuction of article* manufactured or 
grown In their States and district.

Louisville, Ky., Dec. 16, 11)08.—President and Di¬ 
rector* Louisville Board of Trade—Gentlemen: The 
special committee provided for by resolution of the Board 
of Directors, August U6, 1908, to Kiake investigation as 
to the complaint of Mr. C. M. BuNitt that the Cumber¬ 
land Telephone and Telegraph Company was unfairly 
raising its rates for service m this city, and was dis¬ 
criminating in rates amongst 'ts patrons, etc , have to re¬ 
port that tncy have carefully made inquiry as to the facts, 
and have failed to line! a single instance in which said 
telephone company has* charged a rate for any of the 
various classes of telephone service other than was de¬ 
termined by the old committee of the Board of Trade 
(which agreement was to determine the rate for a term 
of three years) in its report submitted to the Board of 
Directors of the Bpard of Trade, September 4. 1907, 
flor have we found any discrimination as between pa¬ 
trons except that the increase in rates allowed by the 
old committee was not made by the telephone company 
to apply to all patrons at the same time, lor the rea¬ 
son. as stated by the company, that there were out¬ 
standing contracts between the company and ita pa¬ 
trons which expired at different times, and for the fur¬ 
ther reason tliat it was not feasible for the company to 
at once so alter its rules as to make the new rates apply 
to all patrons at the same date. 

In regard to whether the ratfrs determined upon by 
the old committee, under the agreement entered infO be¬ 
tween tin* Board of Directors and the Cumberland Tele¬ 
phone and Telegraph Company in April, 1907, are fair 
and reasonable, your committee have only to say that the 
old committee appears to have made a most 
thorough investigation of the whole subject, their 
inquiry extending through five months, durfhg which 
time they held sixteen meetings; had before them for in¬ 
terrogation officers and employes of the Telephone Com¬ 
pany, and others, and the assistance of a high-grade ex¬ 
pert accountant employed by the committee, and we have 
nothing before us on which wc can base an opinion that 
the old committee erred in its conclusion. 

Your committee desires to call your attention to tin 
fact that under the agreement with the Telephone Com¬ 
pany, the rates fixed by the old committee were to stand 
for three years from July 1, 1907, and that about one-half 
of that time has now' expired. If at the expiration of the 
full period of three years it is found that the profits of the 
Telephone Company, after careful and economical con¬ 
ducting of its business, have I eon greater than should te 
allowed, the rates and charge for the future can be in- 
-telligcntly adjusted. 

We ask that this report be received and tiled, and 
that the committee be discharged.

Democratic leaders In other Southern 
States. The President’s declaration 
that it ought to be voted down, to¬ 
day met with an answer from Senator 
Money, of Mississippi; 8enator Till¬ 
man. of South Carolina, and Gov. 
Aycork. of North Carolina. 

"What the President calls a square 
deal.” say a Senator Money, ’is evi¬ 
dently based on that supposed equality 
of political capacity. The constitu¬ 
tional amendment of Mississippi limit¬ 
ing the franchise has worked well. I 
do not know of any white man dis¬ 
qualified on account of it. Any pur¬ 
pose of breaking the *Solld South* upon 
any Idea of the equality of capacity of 
the two races wfH fail.”

President’s Ideas Biased. 


"President Taft's youthful training 
gives him fatally erroneous ideas about 
negro suffrage,” declares Senator Till¬ 
man. 

’Balfour, the former English Prime 
Minister, recently declared admission 
of the inferior race to participation in 
government in South Africa meant the 
destruction of the white man’s civilisa¬ 
tion. It is the same In this country. 
No whites were disfranchised in South 
Carolina, and all of the blacks in 
America should be disfranchised. The 
‘square deal’ in this guise Is a square 
devil that tends to corruption in Gov¬ 
ernment based on Ignorance and seml- 
Warbarlsm. The Fifteenth amendment 
Is now already nullified and should be 
repealed.”

Ranches Going Out of Business. 


"The ranchers in much of the West 
are going out of business," added the 
secretary. “New settlers are going in 
snd occupying the ranches and break¬ 
ing them up into small farms. They 
arc not producing an much meat .as the 
rancher. In time they will produce 
more. Through the reclamation work 
aufi the dry land farming, we - are go¬ 
ing to hare greater production of crops 
and livestock. Just now production is 
not keeping pace with the Increase of 
population. 

"We must better methods of farming, 
more Intensive methods. I believe the 
high prices will help to bring about 
then© better methods." 

The severe drouth in the corn belt 
has hurt the com, according to Sec¬ 
retary Wilson, but there is still a Mg 
crop in sight. The grain crops gen¬ 
erally. ho says, are fine, and, while 
there are some short pastures, the hay 
crop is good.

Rulings as to Leaf Tobacco. 


The Commissioner of Internal Rev¬ 
enue has mode a ruling for the benefit 
of Inspectors In regard to Lh© business 
of retail dealers in leaf tobacco au¬ 
thored by the Payne act. The com¬ 
missioner i-avs: 

’The exemption from taxation pro¬ 
vided for by the act of August 5 re¬ 
quires that the tobacco handled by re¬ 
tail dealers in leaf tobacco shall be *un- 
>femmed leaf tobacco In the natural 
leaf, In the hand, and not manufac¬ 
tured or altered in any way, raised 
aad grown In the United States.* 
Therefore, where such tobacco Is pack¬ 
ed In advance of sales, inspecting of¬ 
ficers will be justified in taking the 
n*ce«*ary action to ascertain the char¬ 
acter of such tobacco in order that the 
interests of the Government may be 
subserved. Such Inspections will neces¬ 
sarily cause liability to losses or ern- 
bsnassments which would otherwise 
b4 avoided by strict adherence to the 
law and regulations.

Two Xinda of Business. 


"Registered dealers In leaf tobacco 
arid registered retail dealers In leaf to¬ 
bacco should mark the distinction be¬ 
tween the two kinds of business as de¬ 
fined by the law' and avoid undertaking 
to blend the two. The business of re¬ 
tail dealer In leaf tobacco cannot bo 
carried on on the same premises with 
a registered dealer in leaf tobacco. The 
two businesses must be kept separate 
one from the other. The necessity for 
this requirement is apparent, and col¬ 
lectors should see that It is strictly ad¬ 
hered to.”

r*unn. of Glasgow. Just now, when the 
price of corn so high considerable 
quantitties of La Plata and European 
corn is used.

MONEY IN LUXURIES. 


Secretary Wilson Says West Eclipses 
the East In High Living. 


Washington. Sept. 17.—“The average 
laborer is to-day living better than 
Quean Elizabeth did In her time/* said 
Secretary Wilson, of the Agricultural 
Department, to-day on hts return from 
a month’s vacation on his farm in 
Iowa. He was discussing the prosper¬ 
ous condition of the farmers of the 
West and the high wages of the work¬ 
ingman in the East. 

"Take the meat bills of the laborer in 
Washington to-day,” ho continued. 

You will find that they eat meat 
three times a day—moat of them— 
and, what \z more, they are not con¬ 
tent with any kind; they want the best 
cut*. They cau afford them. As a re¬ 
sult the price of meat 1* away up t 
While the farmers are producing more 
beef every year, they ore not produc¬ 
ing enough to meet the increase in 
population, i do not look for the 
price* to decrease materially soon.” 

The Secretary was asked If the West 
ern farmers were really Investing such 
iarg<‘ sums of money in automobiles. 

“There If too much truth in those re¬ 
ports," he responded. “The farmer Is 
out of debt; he has paid for his farm, 
his fences and his machinery. He has 
money in hi* pockets and big crops 
continue to come on. He Is afraid to 
invest In Eastern securities, lest a year 
might bring trouble there. A* a result 
he put* his money in luxuries. Why, 
folk* in the East do not know what 
luxuries are; they must go West to find 
that out/’ _

Admiral Lord Charles Bereeford Says 
Things Look “Red Ahead” 

For England. 


New York. Sept. 17.—Admiral Lord 
diaries Beresford. for fifty years a fig¬ 
ure in the British navy, was the guest 
of honor to-day at a luncheon given at 
the lawyers’ Club, under the auspices 
of the Pilgrims of the United States. 

In a brief address delivered at the 
conclusion of the ‘luncheon. Lord 
Berenford took occasion to refer to the 
European situation. He remarked that 
a* far ns Great Britain was concerned 
the situation looked somewhat "red 
ahead." He added that in view of this 
fituallon there was nothing else to do 
but for the nation to come forward 
with a great scheme of imperial de¬ 
fense.

It is 
quite different with the United States, 
which, by reason of Us own natural 
remourc©*. takes care of the nation’s 
needs; but with us the question of su¬ 
premacy at sea is most important; in 
fact. It is a question of life or death. 
It is not so much that wo should re¬ 
tain a big fleet for the purpose of par¬ 
ticipating In war. but for the purpose 
of preveriting war. Surely the time 
has arrived when we should come to¬ 
gether for the purpose of preventing 
war.

While tunneling a passage for a 
sewer pipe on the work at Nineteenth 
and Magazine streets last night Wil¬ 
liam Bostic, a colored laborer, was 
burled under a ton or more of dirt 
that caved In on him. It was only by 
the most heroic efforts on the part of 
his fellow-1«borers that his life was 
saved. Bostic was nearly twelve feet 
below' the ground and with pick and 
shovel was preparing a way for tho 
pipe. Suddenly he felt a creepy sensa¬ 
tion come over him, as chunks of clay 
began to fall and the ground above to 
tremble. Before these creepy sensa¬ 
tions began !•. make much head 
however, the negro had something els*' 
to think about, for a goodly part of 
flu street was soon Upon him. 

By almost superhuman efforts on his 
port and the digging from above he had 
hi* head exposed to the cool breezes in 
time to prevent suffocation and then 
had to stand It while th* work of ex¬ 
trication went on. For nearly an hour 
the men worked unceasingly and In the 
meantime the streets had become 
crowded with curious spectators. 

At last he was dug out of his prison 
and taken to his home at Tenth and 
Madison in the Seventh police district 
patrol wagon. He was attended by 
Dr. James Helms, who said that the 
man was lucky to escape with hi# life, 
although he did sustain some Internal 
Injuries.

note* have been brought, ho says, but 
the question as to hlr liability has net 
been decided. Of this sum he paid
